Tragedy struck in the home of 
three Hondo families about noon 
Friday, leaving them homeless. 
One family, Haskill Jackson and 
(laughter Jackie, were left with 
only the clothing they wore at 
the time of the fire. 
An estimated $50,0*0 damage 
resulted from the 
blaze, 
which 
completely destroyed the 
home 
of Henry Weynand and two other 
vining mends at the families. The other family, be­

saved 
were Webb, his wife and two babies. 
the clothes they wore at the time 
According to Mrs. Webb, most 


of their things were saved from 
the burning structure. Weynand 
owned the home. 
Volunteers worked for one hour, 
removing clothing, furniture and 
other valuables from the home, 
but were unable to 
reach 
the 
third floor of the 16 room house. 
The Weynand home, formerly the 
Henry 
Rothe 
homestead, 
was 
considered one of Hondo’s out­ 
standing landmarks. 
Mrs. 
Weynand 
and daughter 
Mabel, were home at the time the 
fire broke out. According to Mrs. 
Weynand, a fire was burning in 


one of the fire places. Fire mars­ 
hall Orby Swatzell said soot pro­ 
bably caught fire and landed on 
the roof of the brick and frame 
structure, starting the fire. Aug­ 
ust Timmerman, 2106

rushed to the house after seeing 
flames and helped Mrs. Weynand 
and Mabel out of the blazing fur­ 
nace.

Weynand 
is 
in 
a 
wheelchair as a result of an ac­ 
cident several years ago. 
Weynand said he earned some 
insurance but didn’t have enough 
to cover the entire loss. Texas 
Aviation Industries and the Hon­ 
do Volunteer 
Fire 
Department 
fought the blaze for approximate­ 
ly four hours. It was brought un­ 
der control 
after 
about 
three 
hours but is considered a total 
loss. 
Working 
under 
a 
handicap, 
firemen had to pump water from 


a fire hydrant on Ave. U, about 
one-half mile from the Weynand 
home. Two pumper trucks were 
used in the process. 
Weynand was plowing at the 
time the fire broke out. Jackson 
and his daughter were in Kerr­ 
ville visiting friends. It was his 
day off — he is an oil field work­ 
er. Webb is a construction work­ 
er. 
Strong w'inds helped whip the 
flames out of control of firemen. 
At one time, a broken fire hose 
a l s o hampered f i r e fighting 
crews. 
Furniture was thrown from the 
second floor in an effort to get 
as much out of the house as pos­ 
sible before it 
was 
destroyed. 
A refrigerator thrown from the 
second floor, received consider­ 
able damage.

The largest amount of rainfall 
in Medina County was recorded 
in the far northwest part of the 
county, where as much as three 
and one-half inches was report­ 
ed. Utopia and Tarpley reported 
four inches. Eight

berson ranch as not more than 
one-fourth of an inch fell. 
The Sabinal, Seco and Hondo 
Creeks were all reported on rises.

Reservoir Waters 
Hard To Control

When the 
Spanish 
explorer, 
Coronado, rode across the Llano 
Estacado (High Plains) of North­ 
west Texas, he called it a desert. 
He couldn’t see the great sea 
if‘ water that lay a few feet be­ 
neath the surface. That region 
is now one of the most produc- 
ive farming areas in the coun­ 
try. 
Yet many people on the High 
Plains still can’t “see” the great 
ieposit of water 
beneath 
their 
feet. They can't see the conse­ 
quences to that area of exha list- 
ng it. The same thing can be s a i1 
of most of the people residing 
above the 
other 
great 
ground 
water deoosits of Texas. 
The value of these waters to 
•he economic development of Tex­ 
as 
has b“en 
incaicu ab'e. 
The 
'■’conomic loss that would come 
from t h e i r future exhaustion 
would be incalculable. Especially 
is this true of some western parts 
of the state where the runoff of 
surface water is not sufficient 
to sustain even today’s population 
and industry. 
Most of the cities and towns of 
Texas get their water from un­ 
derground deposits. Until Houston 
started using a small amount of 
surface water a few years ago, it 
was the largest city in America 


d e p e n d i n g 
entirely 
on 
underground water. San Antonio 
ranked third in this classification. 
The consump t i o n o f under­ 
ground water in Texas in 
1955 
(latest figure available) was 7, 
498,400 acre-feet, according lo the 
State Board of Water Engineers. 
This was about half of the total 
commercial water supply of the 
state. These ground water sup­ 
plies were used as follows: Ir­ 
rigation, 6,209,400 acre-feet; 
in- 
lustry, 520.800; 
municipal, 
488, 
200; rural 
household 
and 
live­ 
stock, 280,000. 
Just how much water reser­ 
voirs hold is not known. It is es­ 
timated that the great Ogallala I 
formation 
deposit 
beneath 
the 
High 
Plains 
contains 
IOO 
mil­ 
lion acre-feet of water. In com­ 
parison, all of the present com-

have a total capacity of 26,818,0 
acre-feet, according to the Sta 
Board of Water Engineers. Tot 
capacity of proposed and buil 
ing surface reservoirs is 20,3f 
OOO acre-feet. Thus the estimat< 
capacity o f t h e 
High 
Plai 
ground water reservoir is mo 
than twice all the present ai 
proposed 
surface reservoirs 
Texas. Probably all of the gre 
underground reservoirs togeth 
hold IO to 20 times as much goo 
potable water as all of the col 
pleted and proposed surface r 
servoirs. 
But tnere’s this important d 
ference. When a surface rest 
voir is emptied, it can easily 
refilled in a few years, or ev 
in a few weeks. When a gre 
underground reservoir goes dry 
takes — well, we don’t know 
but the best guess is that it tak 
many, many years to refill it. 
any rate, it is bad business for 
to be following a blind alley 
a matter of such great im po; 
ance to the future economy 
Texas. 
But one runs into policital d 
namite when one starts trying 
do something about Texas und< 
ground waters.

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Texas Crime Shows Increase For 
1956; Gained 11.8 PerCent

Crime in Texas 
during 
1956 
gained ll.8 per cern over the pre 
ceding year according to Col. 
Homer Garrison Jr., director of 
the Texas Department of Public 
Safety. 


The increase 
was attributed 
mainly to urban areas where a 
14.4 per cent increase in crime 
was shown during 1956 in com­ 
parison w i t h t h e records of 
1955 Rural area crimes were up 
only 2.6 per cent. 


The figures compiled by 
the 
Department's Statistical Division 
and the Bureau of Identification 
Mid Records point out that crimes 
of violence against the person 
were down with actually a* de­ 
crease in comparison 
with the 
preceding year. 


On a statewide basis, including 
urban and rural areas, murder 
and homicide was down 13.7 per 
cent, rape was down 11.1 per cent 
and aggravated assault w-as down 
4.T pff cent. 


The rural areas showed a crime 


decrease in all divisions except 
two — theft with an increase of 
9.2 per cent and burglary with 
an increase of l l per cent over 
the preceding year. Urban areas 
were up in four divisions, but 
down in violence against the per 
son 


Garrison said the crime rate 
for Texas 
compares 
favorably 
with that for the entire nation. 
“Compared with crime statis­ 
tics for the first six months of 
1956 given in the Uniform Crime 
Reports for the United 
States.; 
crime in the entire nation was up 
14.4 per cent. During that same! 
period crime in Texas was up 
only 9 8 per cent. 


“If the national trend continues 
for the entire year of 1956 the 
crime rate will be up 18.3 per cent 
over 1955. making our 11.8 per 
cent increase in Texas look en- ( 
cotrraging.’’ 


The state police director said 
hopes for lower crime rates in 
; the future are good in that not 
i only are we giving our Mu Id r en 
better training each year, but 
law 
enforcement 
is 
becoming 


more proficient and more closely 
knitted together in its operation 
on all levels. 


Highway Would Link 
Hondo To Karnes City

A petition for a state highway 
linking Karnes City and Pleas­ 
anton was presented to the State 
Highway Commission last week 
in Austin by delegations from the 
two cities and elsewhere. 


“It was a very favorable meet- J 
ing, said Charlie Troell of Pleas­ 
anton, who is a veteran of such 
hearings. He is chairman of the 
C of C highway committee there. 


The State Highway Commission ' 
is reported to have been recep­ 
tive to the idea for such a high­ 
way. Delegates did not present 
the petition with the thought that 
the highway would be built im-. 
mediately. It was an attempt to I 
put the proposal officially on re­ 
cord and into 
future 
highway 
plans. 
School Supt, W. J. (Bill) Eve-! 
ritt acted as spokesman for the! 
Pleasanton delegation. He point- j 
ed out that the proposed highway 
would provide a fairly straight 
connection from U. S. Hwy.

And it is true that, under Texas 
law, a man owning a piece of 
land in fee simple owns not only 
the surface, but also a prism ex­ 
tending to the center of the earth 
and including all minerals. This 
was good theory so long as all 
valuable minerals 
were 
solids 
that stayed in pace. But water 
is a fugitive mineral — like.oil. If 
you don’t have protection, your 
neighbor may steal it from be­ 
neath your feet while you sleep. 
The oil industry is controlled 
by as conservative a group of 
men as exist in this country. Yet 
they accepted control of produc­ 
tion rather than see their market 
wrecked a n d t h e i r resources 
drained away in inequitable and 
wasteful manner. 
So in view of general opposi­ 
tion to anything akin to prora­ 
tion of water, it is easy to see why 
the Texas 
Water 
Conservation 
Committee dealt 
gingerly 
with 
the issue. 
Whereas 
it 
covered 
surface water pretty well, it only 
made recommendattons for some 
tion relating to pollution and the 
keeping of logs in the drilling of 
wells. These suggestions should 
be adopted by Legisature, 
but 
they do not move us appreciably 
closer to a solution of our Texas 
ground water problem. 
It is difficult to make definite, 
suggestions for conservation leg­ 
islation because of the lack of in­ 
formation about these hidden re­ 
sources. So, logically, the first 
thing for the state to do is to 
get information. 
Extensive research should be 
inaugurated to determine (1) the 
bodies of water, (2) the rapid­ 
ity with which they are being de­ 
pleted, and (3) the normal rate 


of recharge by nature. Extensive 
investigation should also be made 
into pollution and salt water in­ 
filtration. 


When these investigations have 
produced results, it will be less 
difficult to arrive at a policy of 
ground water conservation and 
control. 
We 
may 
never 
have 
“ proration" from a central body,; 
as the Railroad Commission of 
Texas prorates oil. But is is pro­ 
bable that the people will accept 
legislation giving districts more 
effective control than they have 
at present.

sible to do the same thing with 
water. The recharging might be 
more expensive than filling sur­ 
face reservoirs, but there would 
be no original construction cost, 
and the factor

Present legislation permits for­ 
mation of districts 
for 
ground 
water conservation. But regu’a- 
ion is confined primarily to well 
spacing. The weakest aspect of 
he act is a provision permitting 
each county 
above the 
under­ 
ground reservoir to dec.de by vote 
Whether it will come into the con- 
;ervation district. As a result, the 
county above the deepest part of 
any reservoir is likely .‘o remam 
out of the district. The other coun­ 
ties are not very happy trying 
to conserve water while their sur­ 
plus is draining toward the non- 
member. 
The present Legisla­ 
ture will be asked to amend the 
law to permit formation of such 
districts on vote of the entire ids- 
trict. 
There should also be research 
into the possibility of artifical re­ 
charge of underground reservoirs 
by diversion of flood waters into 
them. This has been tried in a 
small way on the High Plains 
and near El Paso. 
The South 
Texas Chamber of Commerce is 
now sponsoring a project to re­ 
charge the Edwards Lime west 
of San Antonio by running flood 
waters of the Nueces, Sabinal and 
Frio into this great underground 
reservoir at the Balcones Fault 
line. 
If underground gas reservoirs 
can be recharged, it seems pos-
